BONUS PLANS FAL:
ACTION AT PRESENT
SESSON DOUBTFL

Congress Unable to Agree on
Methods of Raising Enor-
mous Sum

G. Q. P. CHIEFS IN HOUSE
GIVE UP HOPE OF SPEED

Question of Taxation Cn;ic of
Problem—Fear to Put
Burden off Public

Wash + May 0.—The Repub-
liean leaders in the House of Represen-
tatives ve i to etall upon the
bonus for” the soldiers and it now seems
probable that ne bonus legislation will
be passed this session.

e plan to rush through the five-
fold bonus plan has been shandoned
and there will be no conference an the
bonus until late in the month, At that
time the Republican national conven-
tion will be near and the party leaders
will wish to avoid mo emburrassing
topic as the bonus when they are on
the point of entering the pational
campaign.

¢ members of the House are be-
coming daily more afraid of the bonus.
They feel that they will run more risk
of defeat by passing any bill adding to
the tax burden of the public than they
will be refusing a boous to the
soldiers,

Jersey Congressman Shifts

Congressmen nre hearing from thelr
constitutents with the result that there
have been several declarations by
House members against the bonus
within the last few days. the lutest be-
ing that of Representative Frnest It
Ackerman, of the Fifth New Jersey
district. Mr, Ackerman up till recently
was a supporter of the bonus.

He declares that the soldiersgpre not
united in desiring the bonus. "A cash
gift of £2,000,000,000, he savs wonld
work injustice to the 20,000,000
holders of Liberty Bonds; whose value
would decline with the laying of addi-
tional taxes,

The bonux plan is failing because no
way can be found to raise the lnrge sum
necessary which will not press leavily
upon the country, already burdened with
the high cost of living,

Borrowing Would Depress Bonds

Additional borrowing will depress the
value of the existing Liberty Bonds be-
cause the country eannot borrow further
at par without greatly increasing the in-
terest vate. More than $2,000,000,000
additional seeurities, put out to provide
the bonus, would eause still further in-
flation mnd force prices up higher still,
much of tho nation's. now heing

to advance $10,000,000,000 to our Allies
and to pay the costs of our own military
participation.

Economists are agreed that had a
larger part of the war costs been paid by
taxation the ecomomic position of the
country today would be much stronger
and the cost of living would not have
riseny 80 high.

A sales tax, which some of the Re-
publican leaders would like to intrgduce
as a means of paying the bonus in order
luter to substitute it for the excess
profits tax, is proving intensely un-
popular., Virtually the whole House is
afraid of it. A steadily growing pro-
test against it op the part of the coun-
try has had its effect in Congress within
the last fortnight.

Balk at New Tax on Profits

And the hlpE}' thought of the bonus
insurgents in the House to tux onee
more the already taxed war profits of
business, confiscating nbout all that re-
mained in the pockets of the capitalists,
has made no progress. The leaders of
the Republican organization oppose it
vigorously. More doubt of the prac-
ticability of that tax ussalls its pro-
ponents,

Morcover, the very word tax is un-
popular, The public, paying Income
taxes and ,finding the cost of living
forced up by taxation, is peculiarly
critical of all forms of taxation, It
is painfully aware that, however much
the bonus proposers disguise the vnam-
tion, ultimately it is likely to come out
i the emmsumers’ pocket.  Their ex-
perience with the excess profits tax was
instructive. That was to be a tax paid
by wealth, But it has been passed on
to the consumer, prodocers puttiog up
prices so high that they could have
greatod profits than even before aund
still pay the excess profits tax to the
government,

—Admiral Wil-
liam 8. Henson, wartime chief of naval
operations, told the Senate naval in-
